Amusing And Tragic 

Incidents Reveale 



For years the Bogart history of Newmarket has been a subject 
of discussion. It was written by Moses W. Bogart, apparently 
between the year 1887 and 1891. His son, the late Edgar A. Bogart, 
frequently spoke of this manuscript but always had "one or two 
more points" which he wished to check before publication. . 

Now Edgar Bogart is gone and hia father's manuscript remains, 
with few, if any, notes, added to it by the «on, who was a great 
source of information concerning Newmarket's history, but appar- 
ently his wealth of knowledge has gone with him. 

The history is long and it is not possible to give it all here. Some 
of it is familiar history. Some of the more interesting extracts are 
given here. 

"Tradition says that the lirst white man that slept where New- 
market now is was Timothy Rogers ... he is said to have tethered 
his horse on the hill where the North York registry office now is, 

and feeding it with the rushes that grew in the swale at the bottom 
of the hill, he passed the night there, and that was In the month 
of June in the year 1800." 

"The union of two streams at this point" led him to arrange with 
Governor Simcoe at York that he would wkmiae 40 families in this 
locality. "The first instalment of families" came in 1801. Among 
these was Joseph Hill, who built the first mill, house and store in 
Newmarket

Dr. Boyd says; "Quite a saving can be effected 
by reading the meters every two months and the 
water meters every four months. The savings 
are: L one-half a man's salary per year; 2, only 
one-half the stationery and stamps will be re- 
quired to send out the notices; 3, only half the 
work is required at the office, so no extra help 
will be needed as at present

On Friday last. C. F. Brace of 
Toronto, a nephew of Mrs. W. J. 
Thompson. Newmarket, gave an 
Interesting and enlightening illus- 
trated talk on China, under the 
auspices of the afternoon W. M. S. 
auxiliary of Trinity United church. 

Mr. Brace showed moving 
pictures he had taken during the 
present war while carrying on his 
work of electrical engineer in the 
employ of the Chinese government 
He told of the strategy of the Chin- 
ese officials In their retreat toward 
the interior and his pictures of the 
highways of the mountainous dis- 
tricts showed how Impossible occu- 
pation^ of these regions would be. 

Roadwork of tremendous impor- 
tance is being carried on in the 
construction of a highway linking 
west China with slam, giving an 
entrance for Imports they need bo 
much, he said. The government 
has purchased large numbers of 
planes from Russia. England and 
the United States, and from now on 
their air defence wUI be much more 
effective. Chinese officials hope 
their stubborn resistance will hold 
Japan back until Japanese fin- 
ances are exhausted and the war 
will have to end. 

Mr. Brace showed pictures of 
rare animals, habitants of Tibet, 
being taken to a seaport for ship- 
ment to England and United 
States, mountain sheep for the Bri- 
tish museum, pandas for zoos, and 
a very rare golden-haired monkey, 
the only one brought out alive. The 
people at work In the rice fields, 
primitive bridges of woven bam- 
boo, ferry acows for carrying auto- 
mobiles across swift-flowing rivers, 
and many native scenes were 
shown. 

Mr. Brace was thanked for giv- 
ing this instructive talk.

ada, and that is the fact that we 
don*t think we'd be able to rec- 
ognize it 

For we have no flag for it. 

We have a Canadian navy . - . 
but no Canadian flag. We pre- 
sume that the flag that will be 
flown will be the British ensign. 
The British flag is flown in Brit- 
ain, or in other countries, on 
those properties that are British. 

So far as an enemy power is 
concerned, a warship flying a 
British flag is a British warship. 
If war were declared on or by 
Britain, the Canadian navy would 1 
probably be fired on by Britain's 
enemies . . _ Canada would be 
at war, whether Canadians want- 
ed to be at war or not. 

We do not think we are being 
disloyal in asking for a Canadian 
flag for Canada. Lord Twccds- 
muir, governor-general for Can- 
ada, says that Canada is a sov- 
ereign nation, not a dependency. 
He has stated, moreover, that a 
Canadian's first loyalty is to 

Canada. 

And when -Liberals cease legis- 
lating for the benefit of the Lib- 
eral party, and Conservatives 
cease legislating for the benefit 
of Conservatives, maybe they 
will take time to legislate for 
Canada . . . and give us a Can- 
adian flag. 

HeCmXAGH ONCE MOSS 

George McCullagh, child prod- 
igy of the newspaper world, 
found himself in front of a radio 
microphone on Sunday last, and 
got a lot more off his chest 

He continued his salvo of ori- 
ginal ideas, with "a fair day's 
wages for a fair day's work," as 
his opening broadside. He did 
not say where one could expect 
a fair day's work. 

He did say, however, that the 
fifty million dollars tossed an- 
nually by the government into 
the lap of the C.N.R. was one of

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HEARS CANCER TALK 
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Second In Family 
Dies In 6 Weeks 



Following an illness of only a 
few days, Mrs. William March 
died at her home on Yonge St, 
early Sunday morning. Mrs- 
March, who before her marriage 
was Georgina Allin, was born at 
Utica, 62 years ago, the family 
later moving to Bethesda. 

Mr. and Mrs. March moved to 
Aurora 16 years ago. Mrs. March 
was interested chiefly in her 
home and family and in the 
United church, in which she was 
an ardent worker, both in Bethes- 
da and Aurora- 
Surviving are her husband, 
three sons; Melville, of Toronto; 
Arthur and Edward, Aurora, and 
one grandson; four sisters: Mrs. J. 
Taun and Mrs. D. Snider, Stouff- 
ville; Mrs. George Campbell, 
Bemiji, Minnesota; and Mrs. Al- 
fred Andrews, Aurora; two 
brothers: Walter Allin, of Regina, 
and Percy, of Aurora.

Stressing the value of early 
diagnosis in the treatment of can- 
cer. Dr. J. I*. Urquhart urged the 
members of the Women's Insti- 
tute to interest themselves and 
the government in making x-ray 
available to all at a nominal fee, 
at a meeting of the Aurora 
branch of the Institute on Thurs- 
day of last week. 

The meeting was held at the 
home of Mrs. H. J. Charles- 
Cancer was commonly believed 
to be increasing. Dr. Urquhart 
stated, but authorities were not 
of this opinion. It was felt that 
greater knowledge had brought 
to light the presence of this dis- 
ease in cases where formerly 
other names had been given to it. 

The prevalence of cancer in- 
creased with age, he said, and in- 
crease of the average life-span, 
through the curbing of diphtheria, 
tuberculosis, etc., had permitted 
people to live to the age where 
heart disea*?, high blood pressure 
and cancer were more prevalent. 

The doctor urged an early 
diagnosis for anything that might 
possibly be cancer. The early 
stages were the ones in which 
cures were more possible, he said. 

The x-ray was valuable in 
making known the difference be- 
tween diseases, and he felt that 
this aid to diagnosis should be 
made available for all, if cancer 
were to be checked. 

Following the talk, some time 
was given for the answering of 
questions and for discussion. 
Mrs. John Klees moved a vote of 
thanks to Dr. Urquhart. A lun- 
cheon followed. 

It was decided that the annual 
at home of the Institute should 
take the form of a euchre, to be 
held in February.

We must atfmit this has been a 
hard winter on the birds, and it 
is by no means over yet, for we 
have still a week and a half left 
.W January. 

We seem to get fresh snow 
every week, or oftener, and that 
means the birds* natural food is 
§11 covered up, and, in conse- 
quence, they have to depend on 
us for their daily fare. And what 
fun they are! And how interest- 
ing! Last Monday, Jan. 16, if 
you recall, we had quite a storm, 

and the snow lay quite deep, so I 
brushed off the usual piece of 

cement walk beside the east ver- 
andah, and threw out bread 
•crumbs and chopped fat meat, 
and, before I could get back in- 
side and over to the window to 
watch for my feathered friends, 
they were there by the dozens, 
pecking away so busily. 

My pet starling with the crip- 
pled foot was one of the first! 
I fed them all day, for they stay- 
ed right here, but just before the 
sun goes down, they vanish, 
every last one! 

Bright and early Tuesday 
morning they were calling me — 
the lilac bush beside the drive- 
way, opposite the east verandah. 
and the big maple in the neigh- 
bor's yard over the fence, were 
fairly alive with them— and the 
fancy green wire fence between 
us and our neighbors was fes- 
tooned with them, flitting about, 
awaiting roy appearance with 
their breakfast. 

Mrs, Hiddell had sent me some 
unsold bread for them and I had 
put it through the food-chopper. 
and it was all ready for them. I 
smile to myself yet at the remark 
,vJ5j|\£ne of the delivery boys who 
came while I was putting it 
through the mincer. He had seen 
the birds scatter and fly up to 
the tree, as he came up the walk 
to the east door- He looked at 
me as I turned the handle of the 
grinder, and remarked very ear- 
nestly, "My, you must be fond of 
those birds!* I expect I am, for 
I have always as long as 1 can 
recall, fed the poor wee things 
after a snowstorm- One -of the 
very first pictures in my child- 
hood's home that I can recall was 
of a little girl standing in a 
snowy garden with a basket on 
her arm, feeding a lone robin, 
and the picture was called **A 
Bit for Bob." J do not doubt that 
the picture influenced me uncon- 
sciously. 

If you want to give the birds 
an extra treat, just chop up some 
beef dripping or any other fat 
you can't use. in some flour and 
make a dough and bake it— oh 
but the birds will be grateful to 
you! How they enjoy it! But 
whatever you do. don't soak the 
bread crumbs in water for then 
In the winter— they prefer dry 
crumbs. Besides which the soak- 
ed crumbs only freeze and are 
wasted. If you do not want to 
watch them enjoy your hospital- 
ity, you can have a feeding-table 
up beyond the reach of prowling 
cats and dogs, I used to nave 
one, but I couldn't see the pretty 
little creatures; so now I just 
brush off one of the cement

Christopher Beswick. He came to Newmarket in 1809 with 
Gabriel Lount, the father of Samuel Lount, M-P. for the county of 
Simcoe, and of George Lount, the registrar for that county. The 
doctor and Mr. Lount were both Englishmen and emigrated from 
England to Pennsylvania in the U.S. before coming to Canada. 

"Dr. Beswick Was a skilful and successful physician and exert- 
ed a salutary influence in the community where he resided. No 
project was ever broached for the improvement of Newmarket, 
morally or intellectually, but what found in him a ready and 
liberal patron and cheerful co-worker ... He died in 1839 aged 
118 years, at the residence of George Lount, in whose fainily he 
resided for many years prior to his death . . . His gift of the glebe 
lot to St Paul's church is worthy of a more marked recognition 
than has yet been accorded to it. 

"For a long time Robert Srigley was the only agricultural 
implement maker for the vicinity of Newmarket His plows were 
the old-fashioned wood mould board, and his harrows the old- 
fashioned angular drag. Pitchforks were often made from limbs 
ha.ing an angular branch at one end, and hand-rakes were a prized 
implement of ingenuity. 

"The first family covered carriage hung on springs was owned 
by Thomas Millard who lived where the Methodist church build- 
ing now is. His carriage was made after the pattern and style of 
the old English family coach, and the Millard family may claim to 

be the pioneer aristocratic family of Newmarket. Of one thing it 
may certainly lay claim to, that it has largely impressed itself 
upon the solid business interests of Newmarket, and is at this time 
abreast with any other family in Newmarket in the matter of solid, 
substantial wealth.

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u The first saw-mil! was built by Joseph Hill at the east end of 
the Reesor mill dam, and was rebuilt By William B. Robinson and 
upon its site was afterwards by Col. Cotter an oatmeal mill. This 
was a brick building and was subsr gently destroyed by a freshet 
that swept away the mill dam. It stood where Arnott and Fox's 
steam cooperage works now are. 

"The first tannery in Newmarket was built by Joseph Hill and 
his son George worked it. This was situate upon the north half 
of lot 33, second concession of Whitchurch, upon the bank of the 
stream a few rods north of where the Phoenix woollen mill now 
is. 

"This lot was a crown reserve and Hill built his tannery there- 
on without first obtaining from the government any lease of the 
lot. Elisha Beaman, who came to Newmarket about 1806, 
obtained from the government a lease for 21 years of this lot and 
ousted HilL This became the origin of a bitter and unrelenting 
feud between the two men. This lot was subsequently made part 
of the endowment to King's College and by it sold the south half 
to Eli Gorham and the north half to Eli Beaman, and by the latter 
to Dr.* Thompson. The purchase price from the college was seven 
dollars per acre. 

"The first permanent tannery in Newmarket was by Elijah 
Hanley about 1810, and stood where the old tannery was burned 
in 1874, and- then occupied by Mr. Parks, the proprietor of the 
large tannery near the railway station. 

"Peter Robinson erected the second distillery, on the east bank 
of the mill pond, where it commences to bend around southward. 

"John Carruthers erected the third distillery where Samuel 
Sykes* brewery now is, and this was the site of the first brewery of 
William Simpson. 

DISTILLERY USED AS QUARAMIM HOSPITAL 

"The second brewery (distillery) was by Thomas Jebb at the in- 
tersection of Water and Church streets. This building was used as a 
hospital during the time of the emigrant ship fever in 1848-9. 

"The first carding and frilling mill built in Newmarket, and 
the first in western Ontario, was in 1808 by EH Gorham, at first 
in Joseph Hill's grist-mill, then afterwards at a point about eight 
rods north of the Phoenix woollen mills. In 1813 it was removed 
to the south end of the present factory mill dam. 

"And in 1836 was removed to where the Phoenix mill now is, 
the first, second and third stories of which were built by Mr. Gor- 
ham (in whose family the property remained until 1875). The 
fourth story was added by Dr. S. A. Russell, when he rebuilt the 
mill after its partial destruction by fire in 1878. . 

"The first blacksmith shop in Newmarket was by a man by 
the name of Gilbert and was near where Bowden's bakery now is. 
His son Ira succeeded to him and removed the shop to where the 
present blacksmith shop is immediately south of the Hodge brick 
block on Eagle St 

WILLIAM STrPHBiS WAS RRST TEACHER 

- 

"The first school building for Newmarket and its vicinity was 
a log structure on the southwest comer of lot 31 near where James 
W. Collins' dwelling-house now is. It was in this building the 
writer first attended school, and William Stephens was the teacher, 

'The first school taught in the body of the village was in the 
basement of the dwelling-house of the late William Roe, and Will- 
lam Barber was the teacher. The writer attended this school. 

"The first meeting house in Newmarket for public worship was 
the Methodist meeting house that lately stood on Prospect St. near 
to where the public district school building now is. It was built 
ostensibly by the Methodists, but in reality by the public generally, 
with an assurance that all denominations should be privileged to 
publicly worship therein, when it was not actually in use by the 

Methodists for a similar purpose. 

"The first grammar school north of Toronto was in Newmar- 
ket and established in the year (1842). H. J. Borthwick was the 
first teacher therein. The land for the school site was purchased 

from R. H. Smith . . . 

"The land for the site of the public district school house and 

the Methodist church was donated by Robert Srigley - . . Joseph 

Hewitt was the contractor and builder of the church building. 

'The Rev. Elder William Rycrson preached the dedication 

sermon. John Hartman was the active manager of the board of 

trustees to whom was entrusted the care of erecting the building. 



"Joseph Hill, who, we have before stated, built the first house, 
( A), store and tannery in Newmarket, seems to have been a man 
of energetic enterprise and large ambition. Three or four years 
after he started in business in Newmarket. Morris Laurence came 
from New York and entered into partnership with Hill in the 
selling of dry goods and the general merchandise of a country, but 
hsd no interest in the mill property and other real estate of Hill, 
as the latter claimed Laurence was indebted in New York when 
he left there. His creditors placed their claims in the hands of a 
lawyer for collection in Little York (now Toronto). . by whom 
judgment was obtained in some way against Laurence and Hilt 
jointly, and all the Iatter's property was sold at a judicial sale to 
satisfy the judgment thus obtained, and Peter Robinson became 
the purchaser. Mr. Hill always claimed and emphasized that 
claim upon his dying bed that this was an act of gross injustice, 
most fittingly characterized as an act of judicial robbery. 

"The compiTer of York county atlas says that Mr. Hill went to 
Little York and kept an inn there. In this he is misinformed. 
Mr. Hill never resided in Little York and never kept an inn any- 
where-. 

"Upon the declaration of war between Great Britain and the 
United States in 1812 Mr. Hill refused to take up arms against his 
native country and left Canada and went to Bucks county, Penn- 
sylvania, where he married a near relative of the writer. 

'The first Sunday-school library in Newmarket was about 182G, 
and was kept in the Episcopal Methodist church building, until that 
building was expropriated by the Wesleyan Methodists, when it 
was removed therefrom under circumstances that may be more 
properly narrated by some other person than the writer. 

'The first postmaster in Newmarket was Peter Robinson . . .

RODE ON BULL'S BACK 



'The Pearson family were early associated with the growth and 
culture of the near vicinity,, of Newmarket. Nathaniel Pearson 
came to Canada in 1800, and settled upon lot 85, east side of Yonge 
St. When moving with his family from Pennsylvania to Canada, 
he brought with him a herd of 14 head of cattle. These, after 
crossing the Niagara River, were confided to the care of his son 
James, who drove and brought them around the head of Lake 
Ontario. Irt the lot was a black two-year-old bull, that young 
Pearson had broken to ride. This animal he would mount astride 
of when fording the streams he had to cross and the rest of the 
herd would follow. In this way the Eighteen Mile Greek, the 
Credit, the Humber and other streams were crossed." 

Many other families are mentioned in this early history. 

BELL TOUED FIRST FOR DOHOR 

"One other outside family we must not omit to mention, that 
of Brook Wakefield, who settled near Newmarket at an early date 
and gave by his will $10,000 to the Christian Society to build a 
church in Newmarket Lord Dufferin laid the corner-stone of this 

building. 

"Mr. Wakefield's daughter, Mrs. Brook W. Howard, gave $2,000 
to purchase a bell for this church building, and its first service was 
to toll her own funeral, and this before the bell had been raised to 
its position in the belfry of the steeple." 

Another interesting story from this history is as follows: 

"The first settlers west of the Holland River were Wallace, 

Armstrong, McBeth, Algeo, , Stoddarr, Ferris, Sutherland, 

Parker, West and Pcnfield. These mostly went there between 
1819 and 1824, and when they first began going there, there was no 
bridge over the Holland River, nor yet any possible passage for 
animals or vehicles across or over the broad and treacherous marsh 
skirting for a long distance each side of the river, and it was only 
in the winter time when river and marsh were frozen over that 
families with their effects could be moved over them with con* 
venience and safety. 

"In the summer time the only available communication between 
these first families settled there and the settlement so-called Yonge 
St at Holland Landing and Newmarket was by carefully wading 
the marsh and crossing the river in a dug-out canoe made out of 
a pine log and this state of things continued for a time until the 
broad marsh was causewayed with logs and the river was bridged 

with a floating bridge. 

'This much is necessary to be stated in order to give 
fullest appreciation to the incident about to be narrated.

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"From the earliest dawn of creation to the present, whether in 
the Garden of Eden or in the depths of the forest, in the palatial 
palace or the peasant's cottage, Cupid has ever been an irrepressible 
power, and lhc mythical juvenile angel, with bow and quiver and 
emblematical target, found his way over the Holland River and its 
marsh in defiance of all obstacles and impediments. 

"In those early days dissenting clergymen were not permitted 
to solemnize marriage. Only clergymen of the Church of England 
and the Catholic church might do so, but a colonial statute pro- 
vided that where there were no resident clergymen within 18 miles 
of either of the parties to be married, then in such a case, a justice 
of the peace was authorized to marry parties by first issuing a 
publication of marriage banns as provided in the statute. 

•it was in the earliest days of the settlement of West Gwilhm- 
bury, west of the Holland River, before the river had been bridged 
or its marsh made passable for animals with burdens or vehicles, 
.that a couple residing there were desirous of being married, and 
;or that purpose the swain applied to Peter Robinson at Newmarket, 
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then the nearest justice of the peace, to issue the marriage banns 
of publication, and solemnize the marriage. 

"It was impossible for Mr. Robinson to ride to the residence of 
the parties, and inconvenient for them to walk all the way to his, a 
distance of 12 or more miles, and in the kindness of his good nature 
he arranged with the expectant bridegroom, that if he and his 
dutcina would come over to the east side of the river and its marsh, 
he would ride to that point, meet and marry them there. On the 
appointed day Mr. Robinson started to fulfil his part of the engage- 
ment 

■The day before there had been a heavy rain that had filled 
all the depressions in the bridle path through the woods with 
pools of water. Some of these pools Mr. Robinson in riding to 
the appointed rendezvous had found to be quite formidable. At 
length when nearing the expected place of meeting one was met/ 
with of more than ordinary dimensions and forbidding appearance. 
On approaching its edge he halted for a moment uncertain what to 
do. While thus pondering he espied the expectant couple approach- 
ing to the other side of the pool, the groom with the legs of his 
pantaloons rolled up above his knees and carrying in his hands a 
pair of cowhide shoes, and the bride with her shoes and stockings 
under one arm and with the hand of the other carefully lifting the 
skirts of her bridol dress to keep them from soiling. 

"On nearing the brink of the pool they too were appalled at the 
formidablcness of its appearance. In this dilemma Mr. Robinson 
called to them to stand where they were and he would ride towards 
them as far as he could and then marry them where they were 
standing. Urging his horse forward he carefully picked his way 
until the water nearly approached to his stirrup irons, when halting, 
he proceeded to marry them then and there. This done and each 
parly turned and wended their way homeward, the newly married 
pair happy in the thought that from thenceforward they were 
privileged by every law and usage, human or divine, to seek and 
share a bridal couch of high or low degree, of down 07 humbler 
material.

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*The first physician in the vicinity of Newmarket was Dr. 
Christopher Beswick. He came to Newmarket in 1809 with 
Gabriel Loimt, the father of Samuel Lount, M.P. for the county of 
Simcoe, and of George Lount, the registrar for that county. The 
doctor and Mr. Lount were both Englishmen and emigrated from 
England to Pennsylvania in the U.S. before coming to Canada. 

**Dr. Beswick Was a skilful and successful physician and exert- 
ed a salutary influence in the community where he resided. No 
project was ever broached for the improvement of Newmarket, 
morally or intellectually, but what found in him a ready and 
liberal patron and cheerful co-worker ... He died in 1839 aged 
118 years, at the residence of George Lount, in whose family he 
resided for many years prior to his death . . . His gift of the glebe 
lot to St Paul's church is worthy of a more marked recognition 
than has yet been accorded to it. 

"For a long time Robert Srigley was the only agricultural 
implement maker for the vicinity of Newmarket His plows were 
the old-fashioned wood mould board, and his harrows the old- 
fashioned angular drag. Pitchforks were often made from limbs 
having an angular branch at one end, and hand-rakes were a prized 
implement of ingenuity. 

'The first family covered carriage hung on springs was owned 
by Thomas Millard who lived where the Methodist church build- 
ing now is. His carriage was made after the pattern and style of 
the old English family coach, and the Millard family may claim to 

be the pioneer aristocratic family of Newmarket. Of one thing it 

may certainly lay claim to, that it has largely impressed itself 

upon the solid business interests of Newmarket, and is at this time 

as impossible to depict the autumn 'perhaps it was an atmosphere of j abreast with any other family in Newmarket in the matter of solid, 



substantial wealth.

The first saw-mill was built by Joseph Hill at the east end of 
the Reesor mill dam, and was rebuilt by William B. Robinson and 
upon its site was afterwards by Col. Cotter an oatmeal mill. This 
was a brick building and was subsr^ucntly destroyed by a freshet 
that swept away the mill dam. It stood where Arnott and Fox's 
steam cooperage works now are. 

'The first tannery in Newmarket was built by Joseph Hill and 
his son George worked it This was situate upon the north half 
of lot 33, second concession of Whitchurch, upon the bank of the 
stream a few rods north of where the Phoenix woollen mill now

"This lot was a crown reserve and Hill built his tannery there- 
on without first obtaining frcm the government any lease of the 
lot. ^ Elisha Beaman, who came to Newmarket about 1806, 
obtained from the government a lease for 21 years of this lot and 
ousted Hill. This became the origin of a bitter and unrelenting 
feud between the two men. This lot was subsequently made part 
of the endowment to King's College and by it sold the south half 
to Eli Gorham and the north half to Eli Beaman, and by the latter 
to Dr.- Thompson. The purchase price from the college was seven 
dollars per acre. 

The first permanent tannery in Newmarket was by Elijah 
Hanley about 1810, and stood where the old tannery was burned 
in 1874, and- then occupied by Mr. Parks, the proprietor of the 
large tannery near the railway station. ' ' 

"Peter Robinson erected the second distillery, on the east bank 
of the mill pond, where it commences to bend around southward. 

"John Carruthers erected the third distillery where Samuel 
Sykes* brewery now is, and this was the site of the first brewery of 
William Simpson. 

DISTILLERY USED AS QUARANTM HOSPITAL 

"The second brewery (distillery) wa$ by Thomas Jebb at the in- 
tersection of .Water and Church streets. This building was used as a 
hospital during the time of the emigrant ship fever in 1848-9. 

"The first carding and frilling mill built in Newmarket, and 
the first in western Ontario, was in 1808 by Eli Gorham, at first 
in Joseph Hill's grist-mill, then afterwards at a point about eight 
rods north of the Phoenix woollen mills. In 1813 it was removed 
to the south end of the present factory mill dam. 

"And in 1836 was removed to where the Phoenix mill now is, 
the first, second and third stories of which were built by Mr. Gor- 
ham (in whose family the property remained until 1875). The 
fourth story was added by Dr. S. A. Russell, when he rebuilt the 
mill after its partial destruction by fire in 1878. . 

*The first blacksmith shop in Newmarket was by a man by 
the name of Gilbert and was near where Bowden's bakery now is. 
His son Ira succeeded to him and removed the shop to where the 
present blacksmith shop is immediately south of the Hodge brick 
block on Eagle St 

WILLIAM STtrHEKS WAS RRST TEACHER 



Joseph Hill, who, v.;e have before stated, built the first house. 
mill, store and tannery in Newmarket, seems to have been a man 
of energetic enterprise and large ambition. Three or four years 
after he started in business in Newmarket. Morris Laurence came 
from New York and entered into partnership with Hill in the 
selling of dry goods and the general merchandise of a country, but 
had no interest in the mill property and other real estate of Hill, 
as the latter claimed Laurence was indebted in New York when 
he left there. His creditors placed their claims in the hands of a 
lawyer for collection in Little York (now Toronto), by whom 
judgment was obtained in sonic way against Laurence and Hill 
jointly, and all the Iatier's property was sold at a judicial sale to 
satisfy the judgment thus obtained, and Peter Robinson became 
the purchaser. Mr. Hill always claimed and emphasized that 
claim upon his dying bed that this was an act of gross injustice. 
most fittingly characterized as an act of judicial robbery. 

"The compi'er of York county atlas says that Mr. Hill went to 
Little York and kept an inn there. In this he is misinformed. 
Mr. Hill never resided in Little York and never kept an inn any- 
where 

"Upon the declaration of war between Great Britain and the 
United States in 1812 Mr. Hill refused to take up arms against his 
native country and left Canada and .went to Bucks county, Penn- 
sylvania, where he married a near relative of the writer. 

•The first Sunday-school library in Newmarket was about 1826, 
and was kept in the Episcopal Methodist church building, until that 
building was expropriated by the Wesleyan Methodists, when it 
was removed therefrom under circumstances that may be more 
properly narrated by some other person than the writer. 

'The first postmaster in Newmarket was Peter Robinson . . • 
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"The first school building for Newmarket and its vicinity was 
a log structure on the southwest comer of lot 31 near where James 
W. Collins' dwelling-house now is. It was in this building the 
writer first attended school, and William Stephens was the teacher. 

'The first school taught in the body of the village was in the 
basement of the dwelling-house of the late William Roe, and Will- 
iam Barber was the teacher. The writer attended this school. 

•The first meeting house in Newmarket for public worship was 
the Methodist meeting house that lately stood on Prospect St. near 
to where the public district school building now is. It was built 
ostensibly by the Methodists, but in reality by the public generally, 
with an assurance that all denominations should be privileged to 
publicly worship therein, when it was not actually in use by the 
Methodists for a similar purpose. 

'The first grammar school north of Toronto was in Newmar- 
ket and established in the year (1842). H. J. Borthwick was the 
first teacher therein. The land for the school site was purchased 
from R. H. Smith ... 

"The land for the site of the public district school house and 
the Methodist church was donated by Robert Srigley . . . Joseph 
Hewitt was the contractor and builder of the church building. 

'The Rev. Elder William Ryerson preached the dedication 
sermon. John Hartman was the active manager of the board of 
trustees to whom was entrusted the care of erecting the building. 



*The Pearson family were early associated with the growth and 
culture of the near vicinity.. of Newmarket. Nathaniel Pearson 
came to Canada in 1800, and settled upon lot 85, cast side of Yonge 
St. When moving with his family from Pennsylvania to Canada, 
he brought with him a herd of 14 head of cattle. These, after 
crossing the Niagara River, were confided. to the care of his son 
James, who drove and brought them around the head of Lake 
Ontario. Irt the lot was a black two-year-old bull, that young 
Pearson had broken to ride. This animal he would mount astride 
of when fording the streams he had to cross and the rest of the 
herd would follow. In this way the Eighteen Mile Greek, the 
Credit, the H umber and other streams were crossed." 

Many other families are mentioned in this early history. 

BELL TOLLED FIRST FOR DONOR 

"One other outside family we must not omit to mention, that 
of Brook Wakefield, who settled near Newmarket at an early date 
and gave by his will $10,000 to the Christian Society to build a 
church in Newmarket Lord Dufferin laid the corner-stone of this 
building. 

4 'Mr. Wakefield's daughter, Mrs. Brook W. Howard, gave $2,000 
to purchase a bell for this church building, and its first service was 
to toll her own funeral, and this before the hell had been raised to 
its position in the belfry of the steeple." 

Another interesting story from this history is as follows: 

'The first settlers west of the Holland River were Wallace, 

Armstrong, McBeth, Algeo , Stoddart, Ferris, Sutherland, 

Parker, West and Penfield. These mostly went there between 
1819 and 1824, and when they first began going there, there was no 
bridge over the Holland River, nor yet any possible passage for 
animals or vehicles across or over the broad and treacherous marsh 
skirting for a long distance each side of the river, and it was only 
in the winter time when river and marsh were frozen over that 
families with their effects could be moved over them with con- 
venience and safety. 

"In the summer time the only available communication between 

these first families settled there and the settlement so-called Yonge 

St. at Holland Landing and Newmarket was by carefully wading 

the marsh and crossing the river in a dug-out canoe made out of 

a pine log and this state of things continued for a time until the 

broad marsh was causewayed with logs and the river was bridged 

with a floating bridge. 

'This much is necessary to be stated in order to give the 

fullest appreciation to the Incident about to be narrated. 



The story of Robert J. Miller, 
of Zephyr, who has been oh a 
trip to England, appeared in 
orint there in the Western Even- 
ing Herald, under the heading, 
"He Wanted Adventure," as fol- 
lows: 

"A Hnv- or 90 aeo a 20-yoar- 
old Canadian, Robert John Mil- 
ler, stepped into a Plymouth 
street from a lorry, thousand*; of 
miles from his home, a farm near 
Zephyr. Ontario, Canada. Anxious 
that his journey to England 
should not lack adventure, he re- 
fused his father's offer of money 
for a comfortable trip, and with 
a few pounds in his pocket beg- 
ged a lift in a lorry from his 
home to Montreal and travelled 
to Halifax, Nova Scotia, in a 
tie train. 

'Two pounds and the promise 
to work, secured him a berth in 
a cattleboat sailing for Glasgow. 

"Every morning for ten days he 
was up at 4.30 tending the 300 
cattle. The ship arrived at Glas- 
gow on New Year's Day, and 
Miller was fortunate enough to 
get a lorry lift to London. Tell- 
ing a *Hcrald' reporter of his 
experiences today the Canadian 
said of London, 'I could not seo 
anything but people.* He also 
got a thrill from a few journeys 
in the London tubes. 

"Another lorry lift brought 
Miller to the west. *I like Ply- 
mouth much better than London,* 
he said, 'everything seems clean- 
er.' 

"Travelling at economic cost, 
Mr. Miller has frequently won 
a meal in this country by sug- 
gesting to a cafe proprietor that 
washing dishes and cleaning up 
the premises was worth a feed 
any day. 

"Taking a walk to Taira, he 
was surprised to see flowers for 
sole in the winter. 

"Mr. Miller has promised to be 
home by May and has booked 
his reservation on a cattle boat. 
He is anxious to reach Ougar, 
Essex. It was from there his 
grandfather went to Canada. 
'In the papers I have seen a 
photograph of the church in 
which he was christened,* said 
Mr. Miller, "and I do want to see 



the place while I am here.* 

"Desire for adventure )s the 
sole explanation of the trip. Mr. 
Miller was taken over the office* 
of The Herald and showed the 
keenest interest in what he saw."

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"From the earliest dawn of creation to the present, whether in 
the Garden of Eden or in the depths of the forest, in the palatial

Only clergymen of the Church of England 
and the Catholic church might do so, but a colonial statute pro- 
vided that where there wore no resident clergymen within 18 miles 
of either of the parties to be married, then in such a case, a justice 
of the peace was authorized to marry parties by first issuing a 
publication of marriage banns as provided in the statute. 

"It was in the earliest days of the settlement of West Gwillim- 
bury, west of the Holland River, before the river had been bridged 
or its marsh made passable for animals with burdens or vehicles, 
.that a couple residing there were desirous of being married, and 
;'or that purpose the swain applied to Peter Robinson at Newmarket,

"It was impossible for Mr. Robinson to ride to the residence of 
the parties, and inconvenient for them to walk all the way to his, a 
distance of 12 or more miles, and in the kindness of his good nature 
he arranged with the expectant bridegroom, that if he and his 
dulcina would come over to the east side of the river and its marsh, 
he would ride to that point, meet and marry them there. On the 
appointed day Mr. Robinson started to fulfil his part of the engage* 
men t . 

'The day before there had been a heavy rain that had filled 
all the depressions in the bridle path through the woods with 
pools of water. Some of these pools Mr. Robinson in riding to 
the appointed rendezvous had found to be quite formidable. At 
length when nearing the expected place of meeting one was met 
with of more than ordinary dimensions and forbidding appearance. 
On approaching its edge he halted for a moment uncertain what to 
do. While thus pondering he espied the expectant couple approach- 
ing to the other side of the pool, the groom with the legs of his 
pantaloons rolled up above his knees and carrying in his hands a 
pair of cowhide shoes, and the bride with her shoes and stockings 
under one arm and with the hand of the other carefully lifting the 
skirts of her bridal dress to keep them from soiling. 

"On nearing the brink of the pool they too were appalled at the 
formidableness of its appearance. In this dilemma Mr. Robinson 
called to them to stand where they were and he would ride towards 
them os far as he could and then marry them where they were 
standing. Urging his horse forward he carefully picked his way 
until the water nearly approached to his stirrup irons, when halting 
he proceeded to marry them then and there. This done and each 
party turned and wended their way homeward, the newly married 
pair happy in the thought that from thenceforward they were 
privileged by every law and usage, human or divine, to seek and 
share a bridal couch of high or low degree, of down op humbler 
material. Thus was celebrated the first marriage ceremony of the 
first couple married residing west of the Holland River." 
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
